‘ ‘Europe Considered Republic 
_ *'as Experiment Before 1898, 
Declares Official.

|, As a result of the destruction of the 
Wattleship Maine in Havana Harbor, 
wme United States flowered into a world 
power and assumed the position of a 
leader of nations, Col. Charles Burton 
Robbins, Assistant Secretary of War, 
detlared at the exercises commemorat- 
ing the thirtieth anniversary of the 
Maine tragedy yesterday afternoon in 
the riding hall at Fort Myer. 

The benefits accruing to this coun- 


try and Cuba were recounted by speak- 
ers at the exercises, given under the 
auspices of the United Spanish War 
Veterans and attended by more than 
1,000 persons. 

The 264 men who died in the explo- 
sion which brought on the Spanish- 
American War were called martyrs. 
The placing of their lives on the sac- 
rificial altar, speakers said, brought not 
only liberty and emancipation of mind 
to Cuba but dissolved sectional strife 
in this country into the cement of a 
stronger unity, incited the country’s 
minds into a war against ravaging dis- 
ease and made the name America one 
of the first in the assembly of world 
powers, whereas before, the Nation was 


looked upon askantly and with skep- 
ticism. 


U. S. Was Declared Experiment. 


Assistant Secretary Robbins declared: 

“Senator Johnathan P. Dolliver once 
Said: ‘They blew us up in Havana har- 
bor and we came down all over the 
world.” This was literally true. From 
Porto Rico to the distant Philippines 
the United States was compelled to as- 
—. new duties and new responsibill!- 

es.” 

He continued: 

“Europe, prior to 1898, had considered 
the United States, in spite of its popu- 
lation and unbounded natural re- 
sources as an experiment in representa- 
tive government, a bubble likely to 
burst into fragments at any time, but 
the instant response of the citizenship 
as a whole to the call of arms, the 
fighting spirit of our Army and Navy, 
and their immediate and decisive vic- 
tories over the Spanish army and navy, 
brought to the mind of every foreign 
statesman a new feeling of respect, an 
appreciation of our strength and soll- 
darity as a Nation.” 

The conflict was short and the vic- 
tory decisive, Robins declared. Not 
only was this in the interest of mercy, 
he sald, but it aided the quick erasure 
of all hatreds between this country and 
Spain. It is to the credit of both peo- 
ples, he said, that hatred has been for- 
gotten. 


Cuban Counselor Speaks. 


Dr. Rafael Rodriguez Altunaga, coun- 
selor of the Cuban Embassy, declared 
the names of the 264 men who lost 
their lives whea the Maine was blown 
up would be “eternally glorified” by 
Cubans, because “above them is written 
the liberty of Cuba.” He declared the 
zone of Santiago that saw the finish 
of Spanish dominion over Cuba should 
be: made a “holy place.” 

Albert Michaud, Washington depart- 
ment commander of the Spanish War 
Veterans, pointed out that Charles P. 
Galpin, one of the survivors of the 
Maine, who was thrown from his berth 
by the explosion, was on the platform.

F, T. Stone—Declares 


Pharmacies Are Being Overregulated. 


The corner druggist, long content to 
pass the time of day and gossi, with 
his daily patrons, has gone in for heavy 
politics, if significance may be attached 
to resolujions adopted by Democratic 
and Republican Retail Druggists’ Clubs 
of this city. 

The resolutions, directed respectively 
to the Democratic and Republican na- 
tional committees, offer the coopera- 
tin of officers and members “for the 
purpose of encouraging all the people 
to vote throughout the United States 
for the nomination and election of 
clean and capable men for public of- 
fice,”” 

“The retail druggists have got to get 
into politics or get out of business,” 
Frank T. Stone, president of the Demo- 
cratic Retail Druggists’ Club and a 
member of the executive committee of 
the National Association of Retail 
Druggists, said yesterday when ques- 
tioned as to the import of the resolu- 
tions. 

Stone declared the neighborhood 
druggist, the country over, exerts a 
powerful influence through his dally 
contact with voters who patronize his 
store. It Is the object of his organiza- 
tion to direct this “cross counter” con- 


versation toward political ends, but not 
“partisan” political. ends, Stone said. 
He believes nonvoters thus could be 
influenced to go to the polls, and im- 
petus given the “get out and vote 
movement.” 

Stone further asserts that chain 
drug stores are forcing the retail 
dealers “to the wall,” and only 
through organization and _ political 
pressure can they hope to survive. 
Legislation such as provided in the 
Kelly bill, giving the manufacturer the 
right to fix retail prices on identified 
articles, is sought by the retailers. 

“We are paying seventeen different 
kinds of taxes,"’ Stone sald, “and are 
literally being regulated out of busi- 
ness.” 

The resolutions adopted by both 
clubs urged the formation of Republi- 
can and Democratic Retail Druggists 
clubs in aS many congressional dis- 
tricts of the country as possible. W. 
W  Kerfoot is president of the local 
Democratic organization and French 
Simpson, secretary-treasurer. W. F 
Herbst is vice president of the Repub- 
lican group, T. A. Moskey, vice presi- 
dent, and Morris Goldstein, secretary- 
treasurer.

$75,000 in Liberty bonds turned over to 
him in November, 1923, to liquidate a 
political note held by the Empire 
Trust.

former chairman of the Republican 
| national committee, delivered the bonds 
to Du Pont, who in turn had Potter & 
C. F. Childs & Co. were 
the purchasers. Hays told the commit- 
,tee four years ago that Sinclair con-

| publican party deficit in 1923, and it Is 
believed this payment was in Liberty 
bonds. 

At any rate, $25,000 of the bonds 
have been identified as those tn the 
Continental “jack pot’ of $3,080,000 
which the president of that Canadian 
corporation distributed after taking 
them away from the New York agency 
of the Dominion Bank of Canada in 
four equally divided packages. 


Checking Blackmer Bonds, 


The Continental company. now ex- 
tinct, made its profit in the purchase 
and resale of American oil. 

Investigators for the committee stiil 
are checking back in New York on the 
$1,000,000 Liberty bond account of H, 
M. Blackmer, voluntary exile from this 
country, carried at the New York Trust 
Co., at about the time of the opera- 
tions of the Continental. Senator 
Walsh, of Montana, the committee 
prosecutor, said yesterday, however, 
that apparently none of these bonds 
were those forming Continental! profits. 

The Supreme Court was asked by 
the Government yesterday to review 
another act of Albert B. Fall while 
Secretary of the Interior, that under 
which the Standard Oil Co. obtained 
section 36 of naval oil reserve No. 1 
in California. This section was made 
a part of the reserve by President Taft 
in September, 1912. 


Attack on Injunction. 


The petition of the Government con- 
demned the arbitrary conduct of Fall 
for dismissing the proceedings brought 
to cancel the Standard’s title to the 
land without giving the United States 
an opportunity to offer testimony on 
present oral argument. 

The land in controversy was granted 
to California for public school pur- 
| poses, but in January, 1903, was with- 
| drawn by the Government as known to 
| be mineral in character. he Govern- 
ment contended that the withdrawal 
occurred before California offered the 
land for sale and before the State was 
in a position to convey title to it. 

Congress in February, 1924, directed 
that proceedings be instituted to can- 
cel the title of the oil] company to the 
land. But before suit was begun the 
oil company obtained an injunction in 
the courts here restraining the Gov- 
ernment from proceeding under the 
congressional resolution. 

The Government would have this in- 
junction set aside by the Supreme 
Court so that the question of title to 
the land can be tried out.

Det-rmination 9f Hickman’s counsel, 
headed by Jerome Walsh. young Kan- 
sas City attorney, to contest every step 
of the way, which District Attorney 
Asa Keyes deciares will lead Hickman 
to the gallows, was evidenced in the ex- 
aminition of prospective jurors and an 
attempt to delay the trial which proved 
unsuccessful. Fixed opinions expressed 
by several talesmen caused their dis- 
missal 

To Use All Challenges: 

Richard Cantillon, associate of Walsh, 
declared a jury would not be accepted 
by the defense until all that side’s per- 
emptoly challenges had been ex- 
hausted. 

Judge Elliott Craig ruled that the 
jury chosen will sit in the two trials, 
which probably will be necessitated by 
Hicknian’s double-barreled plea of “not 
guilty” and “noi guilty by reason of 
insan.ty.”’ 

If found guilty of murder on the 
first plea, Hickman will be tried again 
to determine his sanity. 


No Death Penalty for Hunt.

New York, Feb. 15 (A.P.).—Perfect 
safety for those who would fly will be 
attained in this generation, Harry F.

New York Decision Is Hailed | 
as Great Victory for Or- 
ganized Labor. 


APPEAL BY |. R. T. SEEN! 


New York, Feb. 15 (A.P.).—A court 
decision hailed by leaders of organized 
labor as a far-reaching precedent in 
their wide fight against “company 
unions” was handed down today by the 
New York State Supreme Court. 

Contracts between the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Co. and its employes 
binding the latter not to join any but 
the company union are invalid, the 
court held, and it refused to enjoin 
the American Federation of Labor from 
pressing its efforts to organize the trah- 
sit forces. 

The company announced an appeal 
to the higher courts. 

The fight over unionization between 
organized labor and the I. R. T., which 
has its own “company union,” has at- 
tracted n.ore than ordinary attention 
Last July it was about to cause a strike 
on lines used by more than 4,000,000 
persons when Mayor Walker intervened 
and succeeded in his advocating of 
more peaceable methods. 

The I. R. T. asked in Supreme Court 
for injunctions prohibiting the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and 
Electric Railway Employes of America, 
an A. F. of L. body, from organizing 
the subway and “L” men. This was 
refused today as was another motion 
to punish officials of the Amalgamated 
and others for.contempt of court. Jus- 
held that organized 
labor had not used subversive methods 
in its organizing work among the l. R. 
T. men and that an agreement entered 
into by Il. R. T. employes not to join 
any but the company union was not 
binding. 

The Supreme Court ruling was hatled 
as a Signal victory by organized labor 
and it was announced that untoniza- 
tion of the I. R. T. men would go for- 
ward immediately. Close on this an- 
nouncement came a statement from 


| counsel for the I. R. T. that an appeal 


would be taken. 

In Washington, William ~ Green, 
president of the A. F. of L., said to- 
day’s court action demonstrated that 
the court recognizes modern condi- 
tions “and its unwilling to strain legal 
authority to prevent workers exercising 
their human rights.”

00 SOFT-GOAL CONCERNS 
TO UNITE IN 2 MERGERS 


Southern West Virginia Area 
Is One; Northern Field 
Figures in Other. 


FINAL STEPS AT HAND 


New York, Feb. 15 (A.P.).—More than 
50 companies producing in excess of 
60,000,000 tons of bituminous coal an- 
nually are expected to be consolidated 
into two great concerns within the next 
few months as a result of discussion of 
two separate merger plans here today. 

When these mergers, one of some 30 
companies operating in the southern 
West Virginia-Virginia field, and the 
other of 25 companies in the northern 
West Virginia fields, have been com- 
pleted, similar plans may be made for 
consolidation of operators in the No, 8 
field, Ohio; the Clearfield, Pennsylva- 
nia, and the Harlin field, Kentucky. An 
additional step looking for further sta- 
bilization of the bituminous coal in- 
dustry may be the formation of an in- 
dustrial institute. 

The merger in the Pocahontas-New 
River field of southern West Virginia 
and Virginia already is operative under 
the appraisers. The other awaits only 
employment of appraisers and the 
agreement of operators producing a to- 
tal of 23,000,000 tons, most of which 
is said already to be pledged. In 
neither field, it was said, are outside 
interests to have an influence, the 
mergers being considered industrial 
rather than financial and no financing 
is planned. 

Isaac T. Mann, president of the Poca- 
hontas Fuel Co., is chairman of the 
committee which is directing the mer- 
ger in the Southern field, while V. L. 
Highland, Republican national commit- 
teeman from West Virginia and repre- 
sentative of twelve Clarksburg, W. Va., 
coal companies, heads the merger in- 
volving firms in the twelve and one-half 
counties of Northern West Virginia. Op- 
erators in the Northerr field will be 
invited to meetings at Morgantown, 
Clarksburg and Fairmont, W. Va., next 
week to consider and sign the merger 
agreement. 

Operators explained at the committee 
meetings today that the steps for the 
mergers are being taken at the end of 
the worst of seven years of depression 
in the bituminous coal industry. 
Through them it is hopec to stabilize 
the market, control over-production, 
which chiefly is blamed for loss of 
profits and remedy a situation result- 
ing from “too many mines and too 
many miners.” 

Improvement of the market will be 
sought through inclusion of large sell- 
ing agencies in New York and other 
cities in the mergers. 

Among the companies represented in 
the Southern field are Consolidation 
Coal Co., Massachusetts Gas Co., Amer- 
ican Coal Co., Gulf Smokeless Coal Co., 
Pond Creek Pocahontas Co., Berwind- 
White Coal Mining Co., General Coal Co., 
Slab Fork Coal Co. and Crozer Poca- 
hontas. Among the Northern field com- 
panies which have approved merger 
plans are Purseglove Mining Co., Clark 
Coal & Coke Co., Delmar Coal Co., Ber- 
tha Consumers Co., Consolidation Coal 
c-, and the Hines interests.

Drys Win 
First Test in Years, 287-61 


‘Some Recognized Wets Vote With Prohibition Ad- 
herents to Reject Plan to Prevent Government 
From Adulterating Alcohol With Poison.

On its first roll call vote on a prohi- 
bition question in more than six years, 
the House turned a cold shoulder yes- 
terday to a move to prevent adultera- 
tion of industrial alcohol with any pol- 
sonous drug. 

The vote was 287 to 61, but it was 
not regarded by members as an actual 
test of strength between wets and drys 

The showdown came on an amend- 
ment to the Treasury supply bill, of- 
fered by Linthicum (Democrat), Mary- 
land, head of the unofficial wet bloc in 
the House. His proposal, rejected Tues- 
day without a record vote, was to pro- 
hibit the use of any funds provided for 
the Treasury, which supervises prohi- 
bition enforcement, “in the preparation 
or issue of any permit for the removal 


or use of any industrial alcohol known 
to be denatured by any 
drug.” 

Foes of the Volstead law, for the 
most part, lined up for the amendment, 


but among those voting against the

HUGE BOMBING PLANE 


‘and a start on 


HERE FOR INSPECTION 


First of 29 Lands at Bolling 
Field; Others Going 40 Canal 
and Philippines. 


The first of more than a score of 
huge bombing planes ordered for the 
Army Air Corps, capable of transport- 
ing a ton of bombs and remaining aloft 
from 6 to 7 hours, arrived at Bolling 
Field yesterday, en route to Dayton, 
Ohio. It was inspected by Assistant 
Secretary of War Davison, Maj. Gen. 
James E. Fechet, chief of the Alr Corps, 
and members of congressional commit- 
tees handling Army legishation: 

The plane, known as “The Pirate,” 
has a cruising radius of 500 miles, 
enabling it to feach an objective 250 
miles from its base, drop bombs and 
return. Lieut. Edwin R. McReynolds 
flew it here from the Keystone Alr- 
craft Corporation plant at Bristol, Pa. 
Present plans assign 9 of the 25 planes 
ordered to Langley Field, five to the 
Canal Zone, five to the Philippines and 
five to Hawall. Deliveries will be made 
at the rate of one a week. 

The new ships are of biplane design, 
and have @ wing spread of 67 feet 10 
inches, Powered with two Liberty 
motors, they have a service speed of 
80 to 90 miles an hour. A feature is 
its blow landing speed. The new craft 
weighs 7,000 pounds and can carry 
5,300 pounds of “disposable” load. The 
crew will consist of a pilot, a bom- 
bardier, front and rear gunners and 
a radio operator.

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Missouri Senator Will Go as 
Far as Pacific Coast and 
Then Survey East. 
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STRONGER IN BAY STATE | 
THAN SMITH, IS REPORT 


Walsh Said to Be Telling That 
to Colleagues; Withdrawal 
: Rumor Stirs Reed Hopes. 


By CARLISLE BARGERON. 

Coincident with reporfs from New 
York that Gov. Smith will withdraw 
if not nominated at Houston by the 
tenth ballot, it was learned yesterday 
that the Reed forces have definite plans 
to bring that withdrawal about. 
Whether they will be successful or not 
remains to be seen. 

The senator plans to get away to- 
morrow on the first leg of what is 
. expected to be virtually a nation-wide 

speaking tour. The senator goes first 
into the Southwest, with addresses 
scheduled for Dallas, Tex., and Tulsa, 
Okla. Then he plans to go to Kansas 
and to appear in other places in the 
West. Tentative speaking dates are 
Denver, February 23; Albuquerque, N. 
Mex., February 14; Phoenix, Ariz., Feb- 
ruary 26; Los Angeles, February 27; 
San Francisco, March 1, and Reno, 
Nev.. March 3. En route back East, 
stops will very probably be made at 
Omaha, Nebr., and Salt Lake City. 

While out In that section of the 
country the senator will study the 
situation in the primary States to de- 
termine in what States he will enter 
his name. Then returning to the East 
he plans to look over the primary sit- 
uation in this section. Already there 
is speculation as to whether he may 
not go into Massachusetts and by do- 
ing so draw the New York governor 
out into the open. 


Walsh Friendly te Reed. 


Senator David I. Walsh, the enviable 
vote getter of the Bay State, is very 
friendly to the Missouri! senator. In 
fact, he lists the senator as his second 
choice for President, Smith, of course, 
being the first choice. Too, the Mase- 
sachusetts senator has been represent- 
ed as telling his fellow senators pri- 
vately that Reed would run better in 
his State than the New York governor. 

For sometime it has been a ques- 
tion in the Reed camp as to whether 
he should remain comparatively inac- 
tive himself and let his friends do the 
work or whether he should take to the 
road himself. The conclusion is that | 
the Senator is his own best campaign. | 
In the first place, it is pointed out, | 
there is no money behind him and be- 
cause of his fight against large cam- 
paign expenditures he can not let any 
get behind him. That being the case, 
j what can better serve the Reed cause 
than the appearance of the senator 
“himself, in person,” as they say in 
the movies. It is contended that 
wherever the senator appears he leaves | 
an impression. Therefore, the more 
appearances the more impressions. 
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No Longer Are Friendly. 


That the Reed and Smith causes are 
becoming decidedlv antagonistic to 
each other is becoming more appar- 
ent every day. No longer are they 
running along nicely together with the 
Reed men being looked upon as sec- 
ondary Smith strength and the much 
stronger Smith -support being consid- 
ered as potential Reed strength. The 
Smith forces still reason, of course, | 
that if their hero gets near enough to 
the nomination there would be Reed 
supporters who could very gracefully 
switch to the Smith banner. Similarly, 
the Reed managers count on taking in 
the bulk of the’Smith wandering sheep. 

The senator has become convinced 
that Smith can not get the nomina- 
tion. And in the advancement of his 
own candidacy, he is working to give 
realization to that conviction. This 
naturally does not delight the Smith 
managers and if the New York gover- 
nor should fail to get the nomination 
it is hardly likely that they would 
look to the Missourl senator with any 
degree of warmth. 

The intensity of feeling that is al- 
ready developing between the two can- 
didates cropped out in one of the two 
startling stories that came from the 
“Tammany spokesmen” in yesterday 
morning’s newspapers. It was to the 
effect that the Smith people entertain- 
ed a very high regard for Samuel W. 
Fordyce, the Reed manager, and “after 
Reed has been eliminated,” it is quite 
likely that Fordyce will displace George 
E. Brennan, of Chicago, as Smith’s 
Western manager. This story taxed 
the credulity of local political observ- 
ers. Brennan, it was pointed out, did 
more than any other one person to ad- 
vance the New York Governor to presi- 

* dential proportions. 


Called a Flirtation. 


This being the case, the statement 
that Fordyce might displace him was 
viewed here as simply a flirtation boy 
the Smith forces with the Missouri sen- 
ator’s manager and one which Fordyce’s 
friends resented in that it carried, in 
their opinion, the implication that he 
would be disloyal to the senator, 

This story was hardly as ‘startling, 
however, and called for no more com- 
ment at the Capitol than that emanat- 
ing from the same source as the For- 
dyce story that the governor wouid 
withdraw at Houston if not nominated 
by the tenth ballot.

Of course, Maschke is too astute a

against his will. The Maschke letter 
to Willis ,about which so much-mys- 
tery was made, is in reality a very 
tame affair.

I had a very pleasant visit with 
Maschke today, Despite a bad cold, he 
was busy receiving endless groups of 
callers, who came to offer their services 
or, some of them expressed it, to get 
“the low-down from the boss.” Maschke 
is 58, but as active as a man of younger 
years, though he is not of the type 
that would appear active, for he sits 
calmly in his office in the National 
Bank Building and lets his followers, 
workers and recruits come to him and 
do the talking. He is interested in 


politics in the same way that he is 
interested in bridge, in the sense that 
he puts his heart and soul into each. 
Incidentally, he is one of the four who 
played on the bridge team last June, 
which won the National Championship 
at Chicago. 


Attacked By Willis Camp. 


The Willis camp here has already 


opened direct fire on Maschke. He is 
wet, they say, just as Hoover’s cam- 
paign managers, Walter and Thad 


Brown, have wet records. The guns of 
the Antisaloon League are to be trained 
on the trio, it is added, and Willis 


himself, is expected to emphasize it 
and this phase of the battle when he 
stumps the State. 

But wetness is no handicap in Cleve- 
land. The Republican organization 
knows that it can not'thrive locally on 
dryness and therefore would like to be 
portrayed as locally wet and nationally 
dry, but not too dry. There will be 
the bitterest disappointment in organi- 
zation circles here if Hoover goes on 
record in such a way that his dryness 
can be rated on a par with that of 
Willis. 

In one sense the situation here ts 
the reverse of the situation in Colum- 
bus. Here the organization is at least 
moist; there it is dry. Here the sen- 
timent among organization politicians 
is for Hoover, especially since Maschke’s 
flop, and to find Willis politicians you 
have to go to particular persons, office- 
holders, men who have been taken care 
of, directly or, indirectly, by Willis, 
since he went to the Senate. In Co- 
lumbus you had to get names of par- 
ticular persons—mostly of the educated 
class, or persons who do not boast of 


their regular Republicanism, to find 
Hoover sentiment to any marked de- 
gree. 


Hooverites Hope for Switch, 


As the organization in Columbus Is 
for the present with Willis, the Hoover 
supporters are hoping to see popular 
sentiment bring about a switch in the 
line-up. In Cleveland, where the or- 
ganization is with Hoover, the Willis 
followers say that popular feeling here 
will make itself felt. 

So far there appears to be little pop- 
ular sentiment, either in Columbus or 
here. The newspapers are featuring 
the various aspects of the fight, but 
the man in the street is not yet 
aroused. They say that the voters in 
Ohio let the organizations name the 
men in the primaries and that the 
voters keep their minds closed until 
selections are made, even though they 
be interested in the gencral news of 
political battle. ‘ 

There are two foreign newspapers 
here, the Hungarian Daily Szabadhag 
and the Waechter and Anzeiger, and 
the size of Hoovet’s vote will, to some 
extent, be affected by the voters of 
foreign extraction in the county. It 
is not yet clear which side the for- 
eign newspapers will sponsor. 

I asked the bootblack at the hotel 
today who MWe favored in the Willis-

“Who -are you for?” he asked, cau- 
tlously, after some hesitation. 

“I don’t know.”

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LORD OXFORD. 


The death of Lord Oxford removes from the 
scene almost the last of those Victorian states- 
men who were also polished orators. To hear 
him deliver in the House of Commons one of 
his set speeches, with its rounded, sonorous 
sentences and its occasional but always, ap- 
propriate classical allusions, real 
light, and he was eqtially at home and equally 
effective in the cut and thrust of extempore 
debate. 

As Herbert H. Asquith, Lord Oxford had had 
a distinguished career. Born in Yorkshire in 
1852, he was educated at the City of London 
School and at Balto] College, Oxford, where he 
swept the board of scholarships and prizes. A 
brief but highly successful career at the bar 
paved the way for his entrance into politics, 
He 
was only six years in Parliament when, in 1592, 
he was appointed home secretary, though then 
barely 40 years of age. He became prime 
minister of Great Britain and Ireland in 1908, 
and held that exalted office, through many 
momentous events and fateful years, until, in 
1916, he was forced out in order to make room 
for the younger, more energetic, and more 
aspiring David Lloyd George. Asquith’s term 
of office was made memorable by the passing 
in 1911 of the parliament act, which deprived 
the House of Lords of its power of absolute 
veto on legislation; by the placing of the Irish 
home rule act on the statute book; and by 
the entrance of Great Britain and her domin- 
ions and colonies into the World War. 

After the war, Asquith made many atteinpts 
to regain the real leadership of the liberal 
party, of which he was still the nominal head, 
but without success, and when, in January, 
1925, he aceepted a peerage, with the title of 
Earl of Oxford and Asquith, it was felt by 
practically everybody but himself that the 
scepter had definitely passed. _ 

A cultured gentleman and an enlightened 
statesman, Asquith was also an honest poli- 
tician. Corruptioh touched him not. This was 
proved conclusively when, as recently as July 
of last year, his friends found it pressingly 
necessary to raise a fund to provide the ageing 
former prime minister with an adequate an- 


was a de- 


nuity and a substantial lump sum for immedi- 


ate necessities. It is a tragedy that he did not 
live long to enjoy the pension thus so deli- 
cately provided. 

To the grandson, who now succeeds him in 
the title, the first Karl of Oxford and Asquith 
has bequeathed no worldly wealth, but he has 
left him what is still better, a great reputation 
to be emulated and an-unsullied name to be 
maintained.

LITHUANIA'S BIRTHDAY. 

Lithuania, with an ethnic history dating back 
to the thirteenth century, is celebrating the 
tenth anniversary of its independence today. 
The territory which it embraces wag settled by 
the first Aryans to come to Europe, as the 
relationship between the Lithuanian tongue of 
today and Sanscrit reveals. The progress of 
the nation was stifled more than a century 
ago by’Russian invasion and domination, and 
it was not pwntil 1918 that the shackles were 
thrown off again. 

The progress of Lithuania, hampered as it 
was not only by years of subjugation, but by 
the ravages of the World War, has been rapid. 
The development of business and culture under 
the administration of President Antanas 
Smetona has been steady. The nation since 
1922 has been on a gold basis, and depreciation 
has ‘been resisted by means of a balanced 
budget. The agricultural resources of the 
country have been expanded. The port of 
Memel has taken front rank. Educational 
facilities have been more than quadrupled. 
The interior reorganization of the country has 
been one of the first concerns of those in 
charge of Lithuania’s destinies, 

More than a million Lithuanians have come 
from their native country to the United States. 
They form a link between the two lands, 
which increases the interest which the older 
republic takes in the decided progress of the 
younger one. 


Years ago the physicist Von Helmholtz dis- 
covered that persons afflicted with far-sight- 
edness, prevalent beyond the age of 50 can 
often see very well and even read without 
glasses if they look through a small opening 
or slit. In such far-sightedness, the lense of 
the eye records two images, a hazy upper one, 
and a well-defined lower one, and on looking 
through a slit the hazy upper image is oblit- 
erated,’ leaving only. the sharp lower one, 
Now comes Dr, Kurt Eisner, who recom- 
mends focusing the eye through a crevice 
formed by the middle and index fingers of 
the hand, with the palm turned outward.

Why should it not be as appropriate 
for any State legislature to declare its 
opposition to a second or third term 
for its senators? 

This reminds me of a demand that 
was made nine or ten years ago by 
Mr. Wilson that a Democratic House 
of Representatives should be elected, 
which demand was ignored, and a good 
Republican majority returned. This 
was supposed to have had the support 
of Mr. Hoover. !

SEARCH-AND-SEIZURE 


MEASURE IS KILLED 


Invitation to Attend Alexan- 
dria Celebration Feb. 22 Re- 
ceived by Both Houses. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Richmond, Va., Feb. 15.—The Senate 
to@ay passed the last of the major 
proposed amendments to the Virginia 
constitution, and now there only re- 
mains to be acted upon bills of sub- 
niission before the people of Virginia 
pass on the amendments, which are a 
part of Gov. Byrd’s reorganization 
plan. Senator George W. Layman at- 
tacked the resolution proposing to 
write tax segregation into the Consti- 
tution, but it was defended by Senator 
B..F. Buchanan, of Smyth, in a speech 
which political observers saw as 


campaign. The vote on the measure 
was 35 to 3, Gilliam, Layman 
Stubbs, voting in the negative 
Senator Buchanan made a plea for 
a tnited Virginia, devoid of al] section- 
aifsm. He has not made any state- 
ment regarding his expected candidacy 
for governor, but his friends say he 


most probably will make such an an- | 


nouncement after the adjournment of 
the general assembly. To date only 
one candidate has announced himself, 
Lieut. Gov. Junius E. West. 

While the senate took up most of 
its. day listening to Senators Buchanan 
and Layman, the house plunged into 
& mass of work, killed the Page search 
and seizure bill, which would have re- 
quired a person furnishing informa- 
tion to have his name written into a 
search warrant, and debated strenu- 
ously and fruitlessly over small 
icgislation. 


Battle Over Loan Bill. 


The small loan battle started when 
Senator Lloyd E, Warren’s senate bill, 
praposing that 240 per cent loan sharks 
be brought under the provisions of the 
42 per cent small loan act, reached 
the amendable stage. 

Delegate E. C. Folkes started the 
furore by offering an amendment pro- 
posing to cut the rate from 42 per cent 
to 18 per cent. Upon motion of Dele- 
gate Vivian L. Page, the bill was re- 
committed to the committee on courts 
of justice with the provision that it 
wotlid be returned promptly to the 
house calendar. 

Folkes was patron of a bill, which 
was killed in committee, that would 
have lowered the small loan rate ‘to 
one-half of 1 per cent a month, and the 
author of a house resolution, in which 
the senate refused to concur, which at- 
tacked the Russell Sage Foundation for 
its attitude on small loan rates and 
declaring the house to be in favor of 
12 per cent legislation. 


Powerful Lobby Is Charged. 


Senator Warren is afraid that it will | 


fail of passage unless something Is done 
quickly; He says there is a powerful 
lobby at work against it. The Norris 
resolution, adopted by the senate, pro- 
posing an investigation of the small 
loan business before March 1, is asleep 
somewhere in the house, with the 
Folks substitute, at which the senate 
balked, tacked onto it. 

One of the bright spots of the day in 
the house was the singing of the Har- 
risonburg State Teachers College Glee 
Club. Mrs. Walter C. Fain, delegate 
from Norfolk, through a part of the 
morning occupied the speaker’s chair 
while Speaker Thomas W. Ozlin was 
absent from the house. 

The house finance committee killed 
the Porter chain store tax bill after re- 
ceiving a communication from Attorney 
General John R. Saunders, in which he 
eald it was his opinion that the courts 
would hold the measure unconstitu- 
tional, even if it were passed. 

A motion to report the bill to the 
floor of the house with the recommen- 
dation that it be not passed was voted 
down, 8 to 7, and a motion that it be 
passed by indefinitely carried, 10 to 7. 


Opposed by Merchants. 


The action today followed’ a lengthy 
hearing Monday, after which Wilbur 
C Hall. chairman of the committee, 
asked the attorney general for a ruling 
More than 300 merchants were present, 
both to fight and promote the bill— 
which was proposed by independent 
groceries. 

The bill would have placed a tax of 
$250 additional on each store in excess 
of five operated by one chain within 
the State. It would have affected 700 
stores, 450 of which were said to have 
been owned by Virginia capital 

Passive hostilities were resumed in 
Virginia’s own little Gloucester-Nica- 
raguan affair, when the Gloucester 
oyster tongers, through their attorney, 
Charles S. Smith, jr., charged before 
the Norris war investigating commit- 
tee that there was something wrong 
in the commission of fisheries accounts. 


Offers to Pay for Audit, 


Commissioner Harry R. Houston ap- 
peared a moment later and said that, 
to the best of his understanding, ev- 
erything was straight. Smith offered 
on behalf of the Gloucester Sea Food 
Workers Association, to pay for ‘the 
cost of gn audit of the accounts “un- 
less it results in a net gain to the 
State of at least $5,000.” 

Houston replied that an audit need 
not cost anything and declared his 
books were open at all times to who- 
soever might desire to examine them. 

The war committee took the matter 
under consideration in executive ses- 
sion and will decide at its meeting on 
Friday morning whether it will ask for 
an audit. 

The Virginia General Assembly to- 
day received formal invitation to at- 
tend the George Washington birthday 
celebration in Alexandria next Wednes- 
day, and both houses took the invita- 
tion under advisement, as many mem- 
bers expressed their intention to make 
the trip to the historic northern Vir- 
ginila city. Senator Frank L. Ball, of 
Arlington, introduced the resolition 
in the senate, and Delegate J. Fred 
Birrell, of Alexandria, extended the in- 
vitation to the house.

The $52,400,000 valuation !s arrived 
at by arbitrarily adopting 850,000,000 
as the present worth of the companies 
and adding 82,400,000 of “current as- 
sets” to be contributed by the two 
Street car companies for itmmediate 
betterments. 

The Potomac Electric. Power Co., the 
Braddock Light & Power Co., the Great 
Falls Power Co. and the Pptomac Elec- 
tric Appliance Co., all owned by the 
Washington Ratlway & Electric Co., are 
not to be tncluded tn the merger. 

More than a million dollars will be 
paid and assumed in obligations by 
the new company for the Washington 
Vapid Transit Co.. which lost 880,000 
last year in its motorbus operations 
Of this, $596,000 will be pald to ‘Harley 
P Wilson for 21,237 shares of bus 
company stock and bills payable and 
other current liabilities totaling $550,- 
000 will be assumed. 

The Capital Traction Co. will hand 
over all its property and securities to 
the new company amd be dissolved, its 
stockholders receiving share for share 
7 per cent preferred stock, par value 
$100, in the new corporation in lieu of 
the shares of similar stock in Capital 
Traction Co. now held by them. 

The Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. will transfer to the new company 
all its transportation properties and 
will receive 217,420 shares of common 
stock in the new company. 

In addition the old company will as- 
sume responsibility for retiring, at ma- 
turity, $6,646,000 worth of its outstand- 
ing bonds. 

The property to be turned over to 
the new company includes the Glen 
Echo Park Co., Glen Echo Amusement 
Park and the Washington & Rockville 
Railway Co. 

The Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. remains a corporate entity, becom- 
ing a holding company to. exercise 
ownership of the Potomac Electric 
Power Co. and its other power com- 
panies, henceforth to be unhampered 
by street car dependencies, and a major 
share of the capital stock of the new 
Capital Trnasit Co. 


Stockholders Favored. 


On their face the terms of merger 
seem to largely favor the stockholders 
of the Capital Traction Co. They will 
get all the series A preferred stock, 
120,000 shares, which will have to pay 
7 per cent in dividends each year be- 
fore the Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. can collect any dividends on 
its 217,420 shares of common stock. 

The board of directors of the new 
company is to consist at first of six 
members named by each of the car 
companies and three, not identified 
with either company, to be named by 
the Public Utility Commission. 

But four Capital Traction di- 
rectors shall hold office for three 
years and two for two years, while four 
of the Washington Railway & Electric 
Co. shall hold office for two years and 
four for one, year. Thereafter all di- 
rector$ shall hold office for one year 
and the terms of the first, as well as all 
later, public directors. are to be one

This is in 
part offset, however, by a_ provision 
that whenever the preferred stock held 
by the Capital Traction stockholders 
Shall be as much as $7 per share in 
arrears on dividends, common stock- 
holders may not vote to elect members 
of the board of directors. 

Whereas the North American Co., ol 
New York, which controls the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co., may be 
deemed on the face of the agreement 
to be out of the local transit situation 
and to have contented itself with 
securing control separately of the 
power properties, it is seen that the 
New York concern may exercise deter- 
mining voice in street car policies also, 
by the voting of 65 per cent of the 
stock of the new company by the 
Washington Railway & Electric Co. 


Control of Power Company. 


The agreement contains a provision 
that the Potomac Electric Power Co 
may be required to enter into a con- 
tract with the new street car company 
tc supply power at a rate to amount to 
no more than the present companies 
are paying in the aggregate for power, 
but that the power corporation may 
also lease the power house and ap- 
purtenances of the present Capital 
Traction Co., which will pass into 
ownership by the new company. 

Existing contracts held by the Wash- 
ington Railway & Electric Co. to sell 
power it buys from its subsidiary, the 
Potomac Electric Power Co., to other 
railway concerns, will be transferred to 
the new company. 

The agreement is silent as to what 
will happen to the minority stock 
holdings of th. Washington Rapid 
Transit Co. Wilson will transfer to 
the new company 21,237 shares of bus 
stock, but there remain, 375 shares not 
held by him of which no mention is 
made. 

The 7 per cent return which the 
merger agreement says the new com- 
ywy should be entitled to by street 
car fares which will yield that much, 
would, on the proposed valuation of 
$52,000,400, amount to net revenue cf 
$3,668,000 a year, whereas the com- 
panies to be merged earned in trarf- 
portation operation in 1926 a total of 
only $1,894,000. 


Bell Prevents Agreement, 


C. J. Bell, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Washington Railway 
& Electric Co., presente’ the agree- 
ment to the public utilities com- 
mission. He described the agreement 
briefly and paid a tribute to Wilson for 
its promotion. George E. Hamilton, 
chairman f the Capital Traction 
board, made a‘brief address concurring 
in what Bell said but adding that for 
many years the two companies had 
striven to merge. 

Wilson then presented a long letter 
to the commission commenting on the 
plan. Joh W. Childress, chairman of 
the commission said:

Prima Donna Shows Great 
Skill in Simple as Well 
as Florid Arias. 


HER OWN ACCOMPANIST 


Luella Melius, prima donna soprano, 
who has sung in the world’s leading 
opera houses, including the Chicago 
Civic Opera, appeared in recital yester- 
day at Poli’s Theater as one‘of the 
events of the International Festival of 
the Washington National Grand Opera 
Co. nompany now in progress in this 
city.

A |Radium Radiation 
Seen in Big Cathode Tube 


| 


900,000-Volt Ray Device is Announced by Dr. Coolidge 
to Engineers—Electrons Expelled at Nearly 
| the Speed of Light. 


ment of a 900,000-volt cathode ray 
tube, regarded as an important step 
toward the production of artificial 
radium radiation, was announced to- 
night by Dr. W. D. Coolidge, assistant 
director of the General Electric Co.’s 
research laboratory at Schenectady. 

The announcement was made before 
the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, which gave Dr. Coolidge the 
Edison medal for his “contributions to 
the incandescent electric lighting and 
X-ray arts.” John J. Carty, vice presi- 
dent of the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., received the John Fritz 
medal for “pioneer achievement tn 
telephone engineering and in the devel- 
opment of research in the telephone 
art.” 

The new Coolidge tube is a three-in- 
one arrangement of its 300,000-volt 
predecessor which the scientist devel- 
oped two years ago. Electrons are ex- 
pelled from the gigantic glass con- 
tainer at a rate of 175,000 miles a sec- 
ond, nearly the speed of light rays. 

Dr. Coolidge is faced with the prob- 
lem of what to do with these high 
speed particles. 

“We will experiment with them,” he 
said. “They should eventually help us 
to further knowledge of radiation laws 
and the nature of the atom’s nucleus. 
It is not unlikely that therapeutic, 
chemical, bactericidal and other prac- 
tical uses will develop.” 


New York, Feb. 15 (A.P.).—Develop- | 


The new tube demonstrates, Dr. Cool- 
idge said, that vacuum discharge tubes 
can be built for as high voltage as can 
be produced. - 

“This opens a vista of alluring scien- 


tific possibilities,” he continued, “It 
has tantalized us for years to think 
that we couldn’t produce in the labora- 
tory just as high speed electrons as the 
highest velocity beta rays of radium 
and just as penetrating radiation as the 
shortest wave length gamma rays from 
radium. 

“According to Sir Ernest Rutherford, 
we need only a little more than twice 
the voltage which we have already em- 
ploved to produce X-rays twice as pene- 
trating as the most penetrating gamma 
rays from radium and 3,000,000 volts 
to produce as high speed gamma rays 
The intensity factor would be tre- 
mendously in our favor, as with twelve 
milllamperes of current we would have 
as many high speed electrons coming 
from the tube as from a ton of radium.” 

The tube is nearly 8 feet long. It has 
three bulbs, each a foot in diameter, 
which receive their supply of electrons 
from a heated Tungsten filament. Pass- 
ing from one section into another the 
electrons are greatly accelerated and as 
they shoot out of the third compart- 
ment, through a metal foil window of 
one ten-thousandth of an tnch thick. 
they appear as a ball of purpiish haze.

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AUSSELL, POET, TELLS 
OF IRELAND'S ROVANGE 


Never in Better Condition, He 
Declares at Catholic Uni- 
versity Banquet. 


SCHOOLS BRING PROGRESS 


That Ireland, in a generation or so, 
will become a unified nation was the 


belief expressed in the auditorium of 
the Catholic University last night by 
George Russell, eminent Irish poet, 
philosopher, agricultural expert, and 
editor of the Irish Statesman. Mr. 
Russell in a spirited address, before the 
faculty and student body of the uni- 
versity, traced the three great move- 
ments—economic, political and cultural 
—that brought about the establish- 
ment of the Irish Free State. 

Ireland, at present, with 6 counties 
in the north and 26 'n the south, work- 
ing harmoniously side by side, was never 
in a better economic position, the 
speaker said. He predicted that in the 
coming years the Emerald Isle will show 
to the world one of the greatest pieces 
of reconstruction ever witnessed on the 
face of the globe. 

One of the big items contributing 
toward this, he stated, is the freedom 
from political graft and knavery that 
usually cripples the efforts of states- 
men after a nation frees itself. 

“Also,” he stated, “the great efforts 
expended on behalf of education is an- 
other factor. Whereas 85 per cent of 
the school children of Ireland in the 
past were forced to leave the schooil- 
houses before attaining the age of 10 
years, now a compulsory education law 
keeps them within the classrooms until 
they are 14. There is a possibility, he 
averred, that the law would be amended 
to make this 16 years. 

“Rich in a culture that goes back 
2,000 years into the ages,” Mr. Rus- 
sell stated, “Ireland will benefit from 
its greatest natural asset—human in- 
telligence—when its people, after a 
term, reap the benefits to be derived 
from the bilanguage system, teaching 
Gaelic and English in its schools.” Dr, 
gen A. Pace presided at the meet- 
ng. 

Before the talk in the auditorium, 
Mr. Russell was the guest at a dinner 
tendered by the faculty of Catholic 
University.

‘vestment expenses, was 6.47 per cent. This 
(gratifying result has been made possible by 
dividend increases, bonuses and stock privi- 
leges accruing on many of the Company’s 
holdings. 

The wisdom of the investment policy which 
has been consistently followed in past years, in 
favouring long term bonds and the stocks of 
outstanding and very carefully selected cor- 
porations, has been once more em phasized. 
The appraisal of our securities shows ge the 
excess of market values over cost increa 
during the year by $19,235,889.99. In addi- 
tion, a net profit of $5,028,033.20 accrued from 


the redemption or sale of securities which had 
risen to high premiums. 


The quality of the investments listed in the 
assets is testified by the fact that on both bonds 
and preferred stocks not one dollar, due either 
as interest or dividend, is in arrear for even 
one day, while the dividends accruing to com- 
mon stocks are greatly in excess of the divi- 
dends payable on the same stocks at the time 
of purchase.

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There is something inherently dra- 
matic about a fire engine. Perhaps that 
is why so many of them have drifted 
into the movies after oOutliving their 
usefulness as fire fighting machines, 

Some of these ancient horse-drawn 
engines really lead a busier life, now 
that they've retired, than they led 
when they were the pride of some city 
fire department. For now they not only 
dash to make-believe fires in pictures 
of the preautomobile age, they do any 
number of ocd jobs around the studios. 

One old relic on the Hal Roach lot 
heats the water for the bathing girls 
when the script of a comedy calls for 
a few splash-me scenes in the tank, At 
First National several of them are busy 
just now making steam-heated rain- 
storms, the idea being to keep Richard 
Barthelmess and his fellow players as 
comfortable as possible when they emote 
under a pouring rain at night. The old 
engines heat the raindrops in whole- 
sale quantities and deliver them as 
called for. 

Antique fire engines also have been 
used to heat the “ocean” in which a 
movie ship wallows in a make-believe 
storm. Sometimes it happens that a 
fire engine provides water under pres- 
sure for the hydraulic rocker that rocks 
the boat, another fire engine pumps 
water to the elevated tanks from which 
waves suddenly dash against and over 
the ship, and still another furnishes the 
warm rain that goes with the hurri- 
cane, 

When a gagman was struck with the 
idea of having Billy Dooley fall out of 
the sky into a Turkish bath it was an 
old fire engine that supplied the steam 
for the steam cabinet scene, and when 
the private affairs of Helen of Troy 
were made public in celluloid it was an 
old fire engine tat kept ancient Greek 
incense burners looking businesslike by 
feeding them steam which resembled 
the smoke of incense, 

Many of these old machines could. 
and occasionally do, go to a real fire. 
The only reason most of them were 
discarded by fire departments was that 
they could not get to a fire quickly 
enough in this motor-driven age. But 
if a fire comes to them, on the studio 
lot, they can still fight back.

were repeatedly denied, there were 
more than veiled intimations in the 
debate that senatorial presidential am- 
bitions played some part in the urgen- 
cy for a Senate investigation. 

Bruce (Democrat),. Maryland, em- 
phasized this phase and drew heated 
rejoinders from both Glass (Democrat), 
Virginia, and Walsh, of Montana, who 
closed the debate. These senators also 
declared that reference of the investi- 
gation to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion meant there would be “no investi- 
gation whatever.” 

"Tt is a futile proposition,” Glass 
shouted. “Why, the chairman of the 
commission himself voted against cre- 
ation of the commission. He does not 
believe in it, and he dominates two 
other members of the commission.” 
(He was referring to Chairman Hum- 
phrey, a former member of the House.) 


Walsh Outlines His Case. 


The Virginia senator said that under 
the law the commission must deter- 
mine for itself what degree of publicity 
was in the public interest, regardless 
of “instructions.” Other senators 
agreed with this view, Senator Walsh 
declaring that the amendment for pub- 
lic hearings offered by Senator Black 
(Democrat), Alabama, was nothing 
more than a pious request to the com- 
mission. 


Taking up the last hour of the de- 
bate, Senator Walsh sketched some of 
the evidence he had intended to pre- 
sent to the investigating committee 
He told the Senate that it showed mil- 
lions in excessive and inordinate prof- 
its to organizers of holding companies 
for public utilit.ses, profits which, he 
contended, the consumers were obliged 
to pay in the form of rates. 

The Montanan supplemented his re- 
marks as he went along with documen- 
tary evidence inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record. 


Party Lines Obliterated. 


Throughout the debate Senator 
George insisted that while he doubted 
any investigation was really necessary,

Jones had just brought up the mat- 


temporary parole last summer and his 
charges of mistreatment in prison, He 
recalled that Stephenson had alleged 
that an effort had been made on his 
life. Stephenson, who when his charges 
were investigated by the board of State 
charities, denied that an effort had 
been made on his life, was asked by 
Jones: 

“It wasn't true that they tried to 
take away your life?” 

“Absolutely,” Stephenson replied, sit- 
ting up straight tn his chair. 

“You think that every one who tries 
to keep you from gaining your freedom 
is an enemy of yours?” Jones asked. 

“No, sir,” Stephenson replied. “That 
is the impression you are trying to get 
out into the public.” 

“You think you are being improperly 
imprisoned?” the defense attorney 
asked.” 

“I think I am being deprived of my 
rights,” the witness answered, 

Referring to the Noblesville murder 
trial Stephenson said he felt certain he 
would be killed on the witness stand 
had he tried to testify in his own be- 
half. 

Accuses Wizard Evans,

The normal tax rate is 142 per cent 
ov the first 64,000 in e is Of the per- 
sonal exemption, credit for depend- 
ents, &c., 3 per cent on the next $4,000 
and 5 per cent on the balance. 

The surtax rates apply to net income 
in excess of $10,000.

RESISTED BY RESIDENTS 


Hearing Informed of Plan to 
Erect Office Building Near 
Rauscher Property. 


Following the voicing of considerable 
opposition to nine of the seventeen pro- 
posed changes in zoning regulations at 


® public hearing before the Zoning Com- 
~“WRigsion yesterday in the board room at 
the District Building, members of the 
commission announced decision on the 
proposed changes would be deferred 
until tomorrow afternoon. 

The proposal to change from a resi- 
dential area to a commercial area prop- 
erty on the east side of Twentieth 
street between R and S streets, and the 
proposal to change from residential and 
first commercial to second commercial 
that area known as Foxhall Heights 
evoked considerable criticism. 

Demarest Lloyd, representing himself 
and other property owners on R street, 
including Ord Preston, objected vigor- 
ously to the proposal incident to that 
area on the east side of Twentieth 
street between R and S streets, pointing 
out that the change would make busi- 
ness property out of “Army and Navy 
row.” 

Opposed by Foxhall. 


Nearly a score of property owners in 
the Foxhall area opposed the proposal 
to establish a second commercial zone 
in that community. The citizens 
pointed out that the change to a sec- 
ond commercial zone in this area would 
permit the establishment of “junk 
yards and factory sites virtually in the 
front yards of property owners.” 

Col. W. B. Ladue, Engineer Commis- 
Bioner and member of the Zoning 
Commission, denied statements made 
by citizens representing the Foxhall 
area that District officials were plan- 
ning to establish a refuse disposal plant 
in this area. 

“There have been rumors recently 
that District officials plan to establish 
or authorize the establishment of a 
garbage or trash disposal plant in this 
scction, but I want to state now,” the 
Commissioner said, “that there is abso- 
lutely nothing to these rumors. I don't 
know where or how the rumor origi- 
nated.” 


Disapproved by Citizens. 


Rear Admiral William L. Rodgers, 
president of the Dupont Circle Citizens 
Association; Miss Loulse Kummer, 
Spencer Gordon, D. Carey Langhorne 
and J. H. Patten also registered dis- 
approval of the plan to change the 
zoning of the R street property. 

No objection was raised to the 
proposal to change from first com- 
mercial C area to first commercial D 
area that property on the northwest 
corner of Fifteenth and M_ streets 
northwest when it was revealed that 
the construction of an eight-story of- 
fice building for the L. Perry West 
Realty Corporation of Washington was 
contemplated.

Col. Grant’s Office Announces 
Result of Work Done 
During Winter. 


CIVIL WAR FORTS CLEARED 


Improvement of Glover, Archbold, 
Rock Creek and Potomac Parkways and 
Foundry Branch Valleys during the 
winter will result in addition of 113 
more acres of park for the District, the 
Office of Public Buildings and Public 
Parks announced yesterday. 


Arizona avenue, running through 
Foundry Branch, Archbold and Glover 
Parkways, is being opened and drained, 
and these tracts are being cleared of 
dead and fallen timber and brush. A 
bridle path will be opened along the 
Arizona avenue line to Massachusetts 
avenue where the Glover tract begins, 
then to Foundry Branch section, which 
ends at Reservoir road. 

If the National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission acquires the lower 
end of Foundry Branch Parkway, there 
will be park area from Massachusetts 
avenue to the Potomac River just west 
of old Aqueduct Bridge in Georgetown. 
The area of Rock Creek and Potomac 
Parkway lying from Rock Creek to West 
Potomac Park is being cleared, so that 
horseback riding from the District line 
to Hains Point in East Potomac Park 
will be possible without recourse to a 
paved roadway. 

A new roadway for autos also is being 
laid in the upper end of the parkway 
under the Calvert Street and Connecti- 
cut Avenue Bridges and its subgrade 
has been completed as far as Connectl- 
cut Avenue Bridge. 

New areas are being designated “pub- 
lic parks” by signs replacing the old 
designation “United States reservation,” 
which often was mistaken as a sign 
forbidding entrance. 

Clearing work is going forward in the 
Fort Stanton area in Anacostia, and the 
outline of this old Civil War defense of 
the Capital may now be seen. This park 
is at the eastern end of W street south- 
east. The clearing of the Fort Davis 
tract, at Pennsylvania and Alabama 
avenues, is completed, restoring the 
outlines of this fort. This site was for- 
merly a Botanic Garden nursery. 

Acreage now being added to the park 
system is the following: Foundry 
Branch Parkway, 20 acres; Glover Park- 
way, 25; Archbold Parkway, 25; Rock 
Creek and Potomac Parkway, 43.

Campaign plans of the joint 
finance committee were approved. 
Reports of the relief work conducted 
by the Visitors of Associated Charities 
during January showed a disbursement 


‘of $6,622.23 for rent, fuel, food, cloth- 
‘ing and other necessities for families 


under care, as compared with $5,663.32 
January, 1927. There were 568 families 
receiving care last month from the 
society, compared with 474 the same 
month last year. It was announced 
that the Christmas opportunity fund 
is within $500 of the $15,080 asked. 


FIRST BUSINESS SALES 
BY AIRPLANE REPORTED 


Much Time Saved in Success- 
ful Trip, Wholesale Con- 
ferees Are Told. 


SPEAKERS. ASSAIL TERMS 


Depicting competition in many lines 
of business as a “free-for-all fight,” 
with the prize going to the concern 
which will wait longest for its money, 
the financial methods committee of 
the National Wholesale Conference, 
meeting at the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, yesterday reported there 
is @ pronounced tendency to sell terms 
instead of goods and services. 

Abuse of the cash discount privilege 
was scored by the committee as the 
most serious credit problem in the 
wholesaling field. It declared that the 
remedy lies in a concerted move on the 
part of wholesalers to stand firmly by 
the stated terms and compel the buyer 
to do the same. 

A return to a competition based on 
the quality of goods and the efficiency 
of the service, rather than the elasticity 
of the sales terms, was urged by the 
commitee in its report. 

Further investigation to determine 
what constitutes the wholesaling func- 
tion, and its place in the field of dis- 
tribution, was recommended by a com- 
mittee headed by L. D. H. Weld, of 
New York. 

The collection of statistics and busi- 
ness analyses relating to the extension 
of sales territory, the effect of style 
changes on business costs. and other 
subjects was proposed by another com- 
mittee. 

W. M. G. Howse, chairman of the 
conference, announced that a report 
had been received of the first test of 
the aeroplane in the wholesale business. 

A salesman representing a Columbus 
wholesale dealer madea selling trip in 
3144 hours, which ordinarily consumed 8 
hours by automobile, he stated. 

A committee considering the eco- 
nomic factors affecting wholesaling laid 
stress in its report to the conference on 
new practices and methods and pro- 
posed that an investigation be under- 
taken to ascertain their extent and ef- 
fects In all sections of the country. 

Steps looking to the accurate deter- 
mination of the part played by chain 
stores, mail order houses, group buying, 
style changes, private brands and small- 
order buying in the economy of dis- 
tribution were proposed. 

The conference adjourned yesterday 
afternoon after authorizing a special 
committee to study the various .prob- 
lems cf the wholesaler, which will re- 
port at a session to be held later in 
the year. 


WAREHOUSE BUILDING 
FOR U. S. DEFERRED 


House Committee Told Plan 
Interferes With Coolidge 


Economy Program. 


The Wood bill providing for the con- 
struction near the navy yard of a 
$1,750,000 storage warehouse for gov- 
ernment supplies was “temporarily laid 
aside” by the House committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds following a 
hearing yesterday. 

Although witnesses testified that the 
warehouse would result in a saving to 
the government, it also was said that 
Director of the Budget Lord was op- 
posed to appropriating the money at 
this session because such an expendi- 
ture would interfere with the Presi- 
dent’s economy program. Faced with 
this paradox, the committee decided to 
postpone action on the bill. 

The committee made a favorable re- 
port on the bill creating a commission 
to carry to completion the program for 
extending the Capitol Grounds to Union 
Station Plaza. The bill already has 
passed the Senate. The committee yes- 
terday amended the bill so as to have 
included in the commission the mi- 
nority members of the Senate and 
House committees on public buildings 
and grounds. Thus, if it passes the 
House, the bill will go to conference.

Erection of schools in Montgomery 
County to accommodate Maryland chil-

conditions” in Chevy Chase. 


Request Is Presented. 


Their request for the names of 
Maryland students was presented the 
board yesterday by Mrs. Howard L. 
Hodgkins. Mrs. Hodgkins stated that 
Montgomery County authorities are 
contemplating the erection of new 
Schoolhouses, and that information 
bearing on the centers of school popu- 
lation in their territory would be both 
to the advantage of the county and 
the District. 

The bill proposing a system of reci- 
procity between the District and Mary- 
land, whereby residents of the. State
